to cut federal employment by 5 
per cent, impose a six-month 
freeze on federal pay hikes 
scheduled for Jan. 1, and take 
other steps designed to reduce 
spending by $4.7 billion. 
The surprise moves, which 
Nixon claimed were the most 
comprehensive in four decades 
in the economic sphere, were 
viewed as the President’s reply 
to Democratic critics who con­ 
tend the state of the economy— 
not Vietnam—will be the major 
political issue in the 1972 elec­ 
tion. 
It was noted, too, that Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury John B.

Since Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
all American presidents, in­ 
cluding Nixon, had been firm in 
avowing that the United States 
would honor the $35 price.

At home, the wage-price-rent 
freeze seemed certain to claim, 
at least equal attention.

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During the past few years, it has been 
almost impossible to buy cucumbers for 
pickling. This year many have grown 
their own and have asked for recipes. 
This is an old fashioned recipe for 
making dill pickles. For this recipe, use 
a stone ja r... (a four gallon jar is a good 
size). Place in the bottom of the jar a 
layer of dill leaves and one half ounce of 
mixed spice. 
Fill the jar to within two or three inch­ 
es of the top with washed cucumbers 
which are uniform in size. Add another 
one half ounce of spice and a layer of 
dill. Place over the top a layer of grape 
leaves. This will help keep the color in 
the pickles. 
Pour over the top a brine made as fol­ 
lows: Mix one pound of salt with % 
quart of vinegar, and about 10 quarts of 
water. Put a board cover or large plate 
over the top with sufficient weight to 
hold the cucumbers well below the brine. 
Do not use a hot brine, as this will stop 
fermentation. 
The aging of the cucumbers will start 
at once, and will last between 10 days 
and two weeks. The temperature should 
be about 86 degrees. A skum may form on 
top, but this should be skimmed off. 
When the cucumbers are “cured," they 
will taste like the large fat, juicy pickles 
that can be individually purchased at 
.certain grocery stores. To keep the cu­ 
cumbers, they should be transferred into 
glass jars and filled with a fresh brine 
seasoned with dill and spice, which has 
been brought to a boil. Seal the jars tight. 
If you want the pickles crisp, add a bit 
of alum to the brine. 
Here are two family recipes. The first 
is for making tomato catsup: Peel 5 pints 
of ripe tomatoes and mash. Add 2 pints 
of sugar, 3 pints of vinegar, 2 tablespoons 
of celery seed, 1 tablespoon of mustard 
seed, one to two cups of ground onions, 
2 teaspoons salt, and cook for three 
hours. 
This recipe is for a Tomato Chili 
Sauce: Scald and peel two quarts of to­ 
matoes. Add one cup of chopped onion, 
1 cup of chopped sweet peppers, 1 small 
hot pepper, 1 y2 teaspoons salt, *4 cup of 
sugar, V2 tablespoon of mustard seed, V% 
teaspoon allspice, and IV2 cups of vine­ 
gar.Scald and peel the tomatoes. Cut in 
pieces. Cook one hour. Add the chopped 
vegetables and cook another 30 minutes. 
Add sugar, seasonings, and vinegar and 
boil 10 minutes or until as thick as you 
want it. 
Here is another recipe for tomato cat­ 
sup which includes garlic: Scald and peel 
8 quarts of tomatoes. Cut in pieces. Add 
8 medium onions chopped fine, lVa bay 
leaves, and 2 hot peppers. Boil until soft, 
: and strain. 
Add % cup of brown sugar, and tie in 
a bag! 1 clove of garlic, smashed; 1 tea­ 
spoon whole allspice; 1 tablespoon whole 
cloves; 1 tablespoon of whole mace; 1 
tablespoon of celery seed; 1 tablespoon of 
( black peppercorns. 
Boil slowly until the tomato mixture 
had thickened. Add 2 cups of vinegar and 
salt. Boil for 10 minutes longer. Seal. 
This is the recipe given me by the late 
Mary Wilson (Mrs. J. B.), for Pickled 
Peaches: 4 pounds of peaches; 5 pounds 
of sugar; 1 pint of vinegar; 
oz. of 
whole allspice; Vz oz. of whole cloves; Vz 
stick of cinnamon bark. Tie the spices in 
a small bag. Boil with vinegar and sugar 
for 10 minutes. Skim. Add fruit and cook 
until tender. Remove the fruit. Boil down 
the syrup. Pour over fruit in jars and 
seal.

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
Some r.fi years after newly inde­ 
pendent Indonesia renamed this 
capital Jakarta, Batavia, as the 
city formerly was known, is 
making a nostalgic reappea­ 
rance.

Dutch capital and trading cen­ 
ter will be complete with *n 
East Indies spice shop, an ele­ 
gant 18th century period restau­ 
rant, an “Admiral of the Fleet” 
tavern, a small fleet of 18th 
Century sailing ships, including 
a full replica of a Dutch East 
India man, 
and 
period 
cos­ 
tumes. 
It’s all part of a larger effort 
by the city fathers to transform 
Jakarta from one of the dullest 
names in international tourism 
to an attractive swinging city 
that will lure the ever growing 
armies of free spending tour­ 
ists. 
Like 
Williamsburg 
in 
tht 
United States, the project is de­ 
signed to provide a glimpse of 
the life of the past and will in- 
e l u d e 
handicraftsmen 
and 
shops devoted to producing tha 
selling goods of the period such 
as antique furniture and batik 
cloth. 
To avoid criticism from In­ 
donesians sensitive about tha 
country’s colonial past, how­ 
ever, the emphasis will be aa 
much as possible on the contri­ 
butions of Indonesians to tha 
nation’s history as opposed to

The city museum will show 
not ©ply exhibits from the colo­ 
nial period, but also artifacts 
dating back thousands of years 
to Jakarta’s iron and bronze 
ages. 


Appropriately, the “new” Ba­ 
tavia will be located in north 
Jakarta—known 
as 
Jakarta 
Kota—along the old waterfront 
section 
where 
Batavia 
took 
shape and flourished under the 
Dutch from the 17th century on­ 
ward. 
The original city 
hall, 
or 
stadthuys, built in 
1710 and 
modeled on the royal palace in 
Amsterdam, still stands, but is 
being used as an army com­ 
mand post. Governor Ali Sadi- 


kin is building a new command 
post for the army and hopes to 
move them out of the building 
before the end of the year so 
restoration work can begin. 
The 
city 
hall, 
which 
will 
serve as the museum, will be 
the eenterpoint of a three block 
wide area that will run along a 
two mile strip of waterfront. 
Most of the buildings in the 
area will be painted and at 
least partially restored. Period 
costumes and actual tourist at­ 


tractions, however, will be con­ 
fined to the immediate area of 
the museum. 
Other attractions will include 
a cleaned up canal to harbor 
the fleet, Makasar schooners to 
take tourists out to an old 
Dutch fort in Jakarta 
Bay, 
streets formed with the original 
radial stone layouts, a coffee- 
chocolate house and a replica 
of an 18th century mosque. 
Sadikin has allocated an in­ 
itial $1 million in services and 


funds from his tight budget to

For example, a Dutch brew­ 
ing company has expressed in­ 
terest in subsidizing the tavern 
where visitors will sample not 
only draft beer but brem and 
ragi, Balinese and Indonesian 
rice wines. 


Prince Berhard of the Neth­ 
erlands has been briefed on the 
project and has expressed a 
keen interest. 
A spokesman for Sadikin says 
the city hopes to have “new” 
Batavia finished by 1974 when 
some 2,500 delegates to the Pa­ 
cific Area Travel Association 
(PATA) will hold their annual 
conference in Jakarta.

Between 
kindergarten 
and 
the teen years there is a lull 
where the parents enjoy the 
false sense of security while the 
child plots its breakout. 
I 
remember 
asking 
my 
daughter Tracy Ann at her age 
of 12 what her ambition was. 
This exchange then ensued: 
“To be a teen-ager!”1 
“Why do you want to be a 
teen-ager?” 


“Because nobody can tell a 
teen-ager what to do!” 
I thought this a muting at the 
time. I felt she was wrong. I 
felt any parent could always 
tell a teen-ager what to do. 
What I found out, however, as 
most parents of my acquaint­ 
ance say was their experience, 
is that you have total freedom 
to tell a teen-ager what to do. 
The only difficulty is in getting 
the teen-ager to do it. 
The 
dialog 
between 
Tracy 
Ann and me would go like this: 
“I loved my father and moth­ 
er and I did everything they 
told me to. So why don’t you do 
what I tell you to?” 
“I love you and Mommy, too. 
But when did you do what your 


Mommy and Daddy told you to 
do?“ 
“As soon as I could.” 
“Like w hat” 
“Like cleaning up a room. 
Yours would give a pigsty a 
bad name.” 


“Well, I’ll clean up my room 
as soon as I can, but don’t you 
want me to do my homework 
first? You’re always telling me 
that education comes first. I 
can’t do everything at 'the same 
time.” 
By such feminine logic she 
evaded command. Her mother 
Fiances became of less help 
because after 11 days short of 31 
years of marriage, when Tracy 
was only hall past 15, she died 
of cancer.

dards—poor construction job of 
the medieval builders. 
Although the single steeple of 
the cathedral is 137 meters high 
and the catedral’s walls on the 
bottom are nearly seven meters 
deep, they rest only three m e­ 
ters in the ground. Even an 
apartm ent house nowadays has 
deeper foundations. 
The idea of the concrete foun­ 
dation is to dig 30 meters into 
the ground around the cath­ 
edral shafts, fill it with a spe­ 
cial type of concrete which 
should 
cushion 
the 
church 
against all kinds of vibrations. 
It will be some time yet be­ 
fore any vibrations will be no­ 
ticed, however.
